Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  1969 , 

The  general  health  of  the  population  was  satisfactory  and  there  are  few  items 
calling  for  special  comment. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  still  regrettably  high.  This  appears  to 
be  a  problem  common  to  urban  areas  in  the  industrial  North-West,  as  can  be 
seen  in  the  table  comparing  the  vital  statistics  of  other  County  Boroughs, 
It  is  possible  that  there  is  a  very  close  link  between  this  high  infant 
mortality  rate  and  the  incidence  of  prematurity  but  prematurity  itself  is 
a  complex  problem  and  attempts  are  being  made  by  careful  individual  enquiry 
to  identify  underlying  causes. 

In  February  and  March  there  was  a  nation-wide  outbreak  of  influenza  which 
in  some  places  reached  serious  proportions.  Fortunately,  the  population 
of  the  town  was  not  severely  affected  and  the  number  of  deaths  directly 
attributed  to  the  disease  was  only  nine,  of  which  seven  were  deaths  of  persons 
over  fifty  five  years  of  age.  There  was  however,  for  a  period  of  five  weeks, 
a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  medical  certificates  issued,  approxima¬ 
tely  six  hundred  more  each  week  than  the  normal  winter  average  of  one  thousand 
four  hundred. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  various  forms  of  cancer  was  higher  than  ever 
previously  recorded,  the  increase  being  almost  entirely  due  to  deaths  of 
women  from  lung  and  other  cancers.  This  development  might  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  stepping- up  of  the  anti-smoking  campaign,  the  mass  miniature  radiography 
service,  and  the  cyto  diagnostic  service  is  advisable.  However,  the  statistics 
for  the  mas* mini ature  radiography  service  and  the  cyto  diagnostic  service  show 
that  the  rate  of  findings  of  positive  results  is  so  low  as  to  cast  doubt  on  the 
value  of  these  services  as  they  are  at  present  operated.  It  appears  that  those 
members  of  the  community  who  attend  for  screening  tests  are  those  who  already 
care  best  for  their  health,  whilst  the  persons  most  likely  to  require  treatment 
are  the  ones  who  do  not  voluntarily  seek  help.  If  the  preventive  health 
services  are  to  be  of  maximum  value  there  will  have  to  be  an  intensive  approach 
by  staff  in  the  field  directly  to  individuals,  rather  than  by  routine  publicity 
campaigns  such  as  posters  and  exhibitions.  In  this  context  it  is  disappointing 
that  constant  advertising  throughout  the  year  has  proved  ineffective  in 
recruiting  a  Health  Education  Officer,  The  appointment  of  a  person  of  adequate 
calibre  to  this  post  would  greatly  help  to  co-ordinate  and  concentrate  methods 
of  publicity  to  those  sectors  of  population  where  they  are  most  needed. 

The  immunisation  and  vaccination  service  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily, 
the  value  of  this  work  being  evident  in  that  there  were  again  no  deaths  in 
the  town  from  the  major  infectious  diseases.  The  only  setback  in  the  service 
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was  the  national  suspension  of  measles  vaccination  during  part  of  the  year 
due  to  doubts  about  the  safety  of  one  of  the  vaccines  in  use. 

The  number  of  registered  nurseries  and  child  minders  continues  to  increase 
thus  providing  more  children  with  some  form  of  organised  care  during  periods 
when  their  mothers,  du«  to  employment  or  household  duties,  are  unable  to  look 
after  them  personally, 

A  training  school  was  opened  for  pupil  midwives  studying  for  their  Part 
II  (Domiciliary)  Certificate,  This  proved  very  successful  and  was  extended 
at  the  year’s  end.  The  number  of  domiciliary  births  was  less,  as  a  higher 
proportion  of  mothers  chose  to  have  their  babies  born  in  Hospital,  It  is 
expected  that  this  trend  will  continue,  especially  when  the  General  Practitioner 
Maternity  Unit  is  opened  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  in  the  near  future. 

The  continued  inability  to  recruit  a  full  establishment  of  professional 
staff,  such  as  Health  Visitors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors,  has  made  it 

t 

difficult  to  provide  these  services  to  the  extent  which  is  desirable  in  an 
urban  environment.  As  was  pointed  out  in  the  last  report,  it  is  possible  by 
deployment  of  staff  to  deal  with  all  urgent  matters,  but  in  the  long  run  this 
in  itself  is  insufficient  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  standard.  There  is  no 
substitute  for  regular  visiting  with  detailed  inspection  and  full  discussion 
and  advice. 

Despite  a  shortage  of  staff  the  si  urn  clearance  and  clean  air  campaigns 
have  been  given  priority,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
time  tables  of  both  these  programmes  have  been  adhered  to. 

The  project  for  the  attachment  of  district  nursing,  midwifery  and  health 
visiting  staff  to  general  practices  however,  has  had  to  be  deferred  as  there 
are  insufficient  staff  to  allocate  to  the  number  of  practices  in  the  town. 

The  staffing  of  the  residential  hostels,  day  nurseries,  and  the  home  help 
•  service  has  also  been  a  matter  of  concern,  and  although  these  services 
have  been  maintained  as  well  as  possible  by  reduced  staffs,  an  improvement 
in  the  staffing  situation  is  essential  and  every  endeavour  is  being  made  to 
attract  more  recruits,  especially  by  the  reorganisation  of  duty  rotas  to 
enable  part  time  workers  to  be  employed. 

The  family  planning  service  continues  to  operate  satisfactorily  and  the 
department  is  eager  to  encourage  the  development  of  this  desirable  service. 
In  addition  to  the  unhappiness  and  stress  caused  to  the  individuals  concerned 
by  unwanted  pregnancies  and  unwanted  children,  the  long  term  financial  cost 
to  society  is  so  great  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  family  planning 
service  deserves  priority  in  the  fiscal  policy. 

Financial  stringency  has  affected  the  progress  of  the  various  projects 
for  health  centres,  clinics  and  hostels  and  no  new  premises  were  opened  during 
the  year.  As  soon  as  restrictions  are  lifted,  however,  it  will  be  possible  to 
proceed  quickly  with  many  of  the  schemes,  as  the  preliminary  planning  work 
has  already  been  done. 


During  the  year  considerable  thought  and  discussion  has  been  devoted  to 
the  future  of  the  service  as  proposed  in  the  Seebohm5  report,  the  second 
Green  Paper  on  the  Health  Service8  and  the  report  of  the  Royal  Commi  ssion  on 
Local  Government.  Uncertainty  about  the  future  tends  to  inhibit  forward 
planning  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  decisions  about  new  policies  of  the  service 
are  not  unduly  delayed.,  Meanwhilep  it  has  been  thought  piudent  not  to 
undertake  too  many  new  projects  but  to  wait  to  benefit  by  the  experience  being 
obtained  in  the  various  pilot  schemes  now  in  progress  throughout  the  country,, 

There  were  few  changes  in  the  senior  staff  of  the  Department,  Dr,  A,  K, 
Spence  commenced  duty  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  1st  January,  the 
post  having  been  v  acanthi  nee  April  of  the  preceding  year. 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  excellent  co-operation  received  from  the 
hospital  consultants  who  have  worked  closely  with  this  department  especially 
the  Chei^t  Physician,  Geriatricians,  Obstetricians  and  Psychiatrists,  This 
co-operation  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  the  smooth  running  of  the  various 
activities  of  the  Health  Department, 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
loyal  response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  upon  them, 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  all  the  various  committees  for  their  consideration 
and  encouragement  at  all  times.

Geographical  Summary 

Stockport  occupies  a  river  terrace  site  on  the  southern  bank  of  the  Mersey 
Valley,  lying  immediately  below  the  confluence  of  the  Rivers  Goyt  and  Tame„ 
The  Mersey  has  cut  deeply  into  the  glacial  drift  deposits  pf  the  surrounding 
area  and  h  as  exposed  the  underlying  Permian  sandstone,  through  which  a  spectacular 
gorge  has  been  cut. 

The  town  has  developed  around  successive  terraced  levels  with  the  Mersey 
flood  plain  formerly  occupied  by  mill  sites  being  the  scene  of  an  imaginative 
re~  development  scheme.  The  old  town  lies  on  the  first  and  second  terrace 
levels  with  nineteenth  century  and  modern  development  being  mainly  on  the  higher 
ground  above  the  valley. 

One  of  the  first  mill  town  so  f  the  North  Wests,  Stockport  is  now  ending  its  long 
association  with  the  textile  industry.  Mill  buildings  still  survive  but  some  are 
derelict  and  others  are  homes  for  a  wide  range  of  modern  industrial  enterprises. 

Today  the  town  holds  a  well  developed  commercial  focus  which  offers  abroad 
rangeof  urban  facilities,,  a  rapidly  expanding  College  of  Technology  and  possesses 
a  strong  local  patriotism,,  despite  the  proximity  of  Manchester. 

At  present  one  quarter  of  the  male  labour  force  is  employed  in  engineering 
with  the  clothing  industry  being  a  major  employer  of  female  labour.  However,  a 
diverse  range  of  industry  ~  from  steel  to  biscuit  manufacture  -  contributes  to 
the  industrial  stability  of  Stockport.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  of  the  Borough  is  provided  by  the  Stockport  and  District 
Water  Board*  which  took  over  from  Stockport  Corporation  on  the  1st  April*  1962, 
The  Board9  s  statutory  area  of  supply  covers  approximately  79  square  miles  and 
contains  a  population  of  336*830  in  the  following  local  authorities  : =

The  raw  water*  deriving  as  it  does  from  upland  sources*  tends  to  contain 
organic  acids  in  small  amounts*  but  potential  plumbo- sol vent  action  in  the 
distribution  system  is  completely  prevented  by  treating  the  raw  water  with  lime 
at  the  water  purification  plants,,  The  water  is* stored  in  impounding  reservoirs* 
treated  by  mechanical  filtration  and' subsequently  chlorinated» 

Within  the  Borough*  50*019  dwelling  houses  with  a  population  of  140*030  are 
supplied  directly  from  public  water  mainso  No  domestic  supplies  are  given  by 
standpipe,, 

Throughout  the  year*  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw 
water  and  weekly  of  the  treated^ water  going  into  supply  and  domestic' samples 
from  consumers  premises  in  all  districts  in  the  Borough,  The  results  of  all 
samples  were  satisfactory,, 

With  the  object  of  reducing  the  incidence  of  dental  caries  in  children*  the 
Borough  Council  in  October  1965*  resolved  that  the  Stockport  and  District  Water 
Board  be  requested  to  add  fluoride  to  the  water*  supply  within  the  Borough,,  The 
Water  Board  were  not  able  to  accede  to  this  request  as  one  of  the  other  local 
authorities  on  the  Board  did  not  agree  to  f luoridation,  During  1968*  at  the 
suggestion  of  the  Ministry  of  Health*  in  circular  24/68*  the  Water  Board  was 
again  asked  to  add  fluoride  to  the  water  but  again  had  to  refuse  because  of  the 
opposition  of  one  of  the  constituent  local  authorities. 

In  an  attempt  to  overcome  this  obstacle  to  a  fluorided  water  supply*  enquiries 
were  made  as  to  the  practicability  of  the  Water  Board  adding  fluoride  only  to 
that  part  of  its" supply  intended  for  Stockport  Borough,  It  has*  however*  been 
learned  from  the  Board  that  partial  fluoridation  of  the  water* supply  is  not 
practicable.

At  the  Ponsonby  House  Ante-natal  Clinic*  relaxation  classes  for  natural  child- 
birth  are  held*  and  during  the  year. 452  expectant  mothers  made  1425  attendances 
compared  with  569  expectant  mothers  making  2065  attendances  in  1968 „ 

The  reduction  in  the  work  of  the  Department* s  An te~natai  clinics  and  relaxation 
classes  compared  with  1968  is  due  to  the  increasing  number  of  mothers  who  are  to 
have  their  babies  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  are  therefore  attending  the 
Ante-natal  clinic  and  relaxation  classes  at  the  hospitaL 
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Expectant  mothers  are  advised  to  visit  ante-natal  clinics  monthly  for  the 
first  six  months  of  their  pregnancy  and  then  fortnightly  up  to  the  eighth  month 
and  weekly  from  the  eighth  month  until  confinement„  In  special  cases  the 
midwife  will  also  visit  the  patient  at  home,  Any  expectant  mother  failing  to 
return  to  the  clinic  for  one  of  her  appointments  is  visited  by  the  midwife 
booked  for  her  confinement. 

On  her  first  visit  to  the  clinic  the  expectant  mother  gives  a  blood  sample 
which  is  tested  for  Rhesus  grouping  and  haemoglobin  count.  If  these  tests 
prove  Rhesus  negative,  blood  samples  aretaken  again  at  the  32nd  week  ofpregnancy 
and  tested  for  antibodies.  If  antibodies  are  present,  the  husband's  blood  is 
also  tested  and  if  the  result  is  Rhesus  positive,  blood  is  taken  from  the  mother 
and  baby  at  the  time  of  the  birth  and  tested  for  foetal  cells.  If  foetal  cells 
are  found  the  mother  is  given  Immuno^Globulin  for  her  orotection  in  subsequent 
pregnancies. 

On  subsequent  visits  to  the  clinic,  the  expectant  mother  is  weighed  and  has 
her  urine  tested  and  her  blood  pressure  recorded.  Advice  concerning  diet  and 
general  hygiene  is  given  and  if  an  excessive  gain  in  weight  is  found  the  mother 
is  advised  about  special  diet  to  suit  her  personal  circumstances.  If  there  is 
an  increase  in  blood  pressure,  or  if  albumen  is  found  in  the  urine,  the  patient's 
doctor  is  notified  by  telephone  and  the  patient  is  advised  to  return  home,  go  to 
bed,  and  await  her  doctor's  instructions.  The  midwife  will  then  visit  daily. 
If  excessively  toxic  characteristics  are  found,  the  mother,  with*  her  consent  and 
the  approval  of  her  doctor,  is  taken  directly  from  the  clinic  to  a  maternity 
hospital  by  ambulance, 

CHILD  WELFARE  CLINICS 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  12child  welfare  clinics  offering  a 
total  of  22  sessions  weekly.  In  August  1969,  Heaton  Mersey. child  welfare  clinic 
sessions  were  reduced  to  one  per  fortnight.  Attendances  however,  have  remained 
unaltered.  The  total  number  of  new  enrolments  was  2329  which  is  equivalent  to 
approximately  94%  of  the  number  of  children  born  during  the  year.  This  cannot 
be  taken  as  a  precise  figure  because  of  the  movements  of  families  into  and  out 
of  the  town,  butitdoes  indicate  a  gratifying  response  to  the  facilities  offered.

DAY  NURSERIES 


There  are  two  day  nurseries  provided  by  the  department,  one  at  Parkview,  Wood 
Street  and  one  at  Whitehill,  Whitehill  Street,,  South  Reddish.  'Both  accept 
children  between  the  ages  of  approximately  six  months  and  two  years  and  are  open 
every  day,  except  at  weekends  and  Bank  Holidays,  from  8.00  a.in,  to  6.00  p.m. 
Substantial  meals  are  provided  and  play  and  activities* supervi sed* by  trained 
staff „ 

■A  charge  is  made  for  accommodation,  varying  from  4/=  to  £1  per  day  according 
to  an  assessment  of  the  parents® :  ability  to  pay. 

One  of  the  department's  Medical  Officers  visits  each  nursery  monthly  to  carry 
out  medical  examinations  and  give  vaccinations  and  immunisationso 

Students  from  local  colleges,  studying  for  the  Nursery  Nurses  Education  Board 
examinations,  are  accepted  into  the  nurseries  on  certain  days  of  the  week  as 
part  of  their  practical  training, r the  number  of* students  being  usually < the"  same 
as  the  number  of= staff  released  from  the  nurseries  to  attend  the; courses. 

During  the  year,  children  with  mental  or  physical  handicaps  have  been 
accommodated* in* the  nurseries.  This  places  an  extra  burden  on  the* staff  but 
the* scheme  i s working* satisfactorily ;  and  is  undoubtedly  benefitting  the'  children, 
who  generally*  show  marked  improvement?  in  a  relatively* short ' time.

On  the  1st  November,,  1968 „  section  60  of  the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health 
Act9  1968  which  amends  the  Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act9  1948  came 
into  operation0  The  amended  regulations  now  cover  premises  (other  than  those 
used  wholly  or  primarily  as  private  dwellings)  in  which  children  are  received 
for  two  or  more  hours  per  day  and  persons  who,  in  their  own  homes  and  for  reward,, 
look  after  one  or  more  children  under  5  years  of  age  (to' whom  they  are  not 
•related)  for  two  or  more  hours  in  the  day,  In  order  to  publi ci se- the  new 
•  regulation s„  notices  were  displayed  in  all  Welfare  Clinics  and  press  notices 
were  inserted  in  the  local  newspapers. 

Periodic  visits  of  inspection  are  made  by  a  Medical  Officer  to  all  premises 
registered  for  child  minding,,  the  first  visit  being  made  after  three  months  and 
subsequently  every  six  months  to  ensure  that  there  was  no  contravention  of  the 
•regulations  either  in  regard  to  premises  or  in- respect  of  the  maximum  number  of 
children  permitted  to  be  looked  after.

The  Stockport ) Borough  Counci 1 s does  not : i tsel f  provide. a  family  planning 
t service, i but  instead* it  carries  out: its; duties  under. the: Fami ly  Plannings  Act , 
1967  through  the  agency  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Family  Planning  Clinic, 
Premises  for  family  planning  clinic  purposes- are  made  available,  rent  free,  at 
Ponsonby  House,  -  and  one  afternoon* clinic  and  three  evening- clinics  are  held  each 
weeko  Three  of  these  clinics  are  held  without  appointment  and  are  for  general 
* advice  and  distribution  of  family  planning  requisites  and  the  fourth  clinic  is 
:  by  appointment  only  and  is  for  the  fitting  of  in ter~u terin e-  mutracepti ve 
deviceso  Doctors  and  other  staff  are  provided  at  these  clinics  by  the  Family 
Planning  Associ ation0 
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In  order  to  expand  the  work,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Health  Department  make 
available  to  the  Family  Planning  Association  premises  and  facilities  for 
clinics  to  be  held  at  child  welfare  clinics  in  Cheadle  Heath  and  North  Reddish 
in  addition  to  the  clinics  held  at  Ponsonby  House. 

The  following  items  of  information  have  been  extracted  from  the  Secretary's 
report  to  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Family 
Planning  Associ ation.  ' 

fiWe  have  continued,  for  the  second  year  running,  to  serve  a  higher  percentage 
of  Stockport  County  Borough  residents  in  proportion  to  outlying  areas. 
This  is  probably  the  result  of  extra  Clinic  services  being  provided  in  the 
outlying  districts. 

At  the  endof  1969  there  was  considerable  publicity  regarding  certain  brands 
of  the  oral  contraceptive.  This  resulted  in  our  Clinics  being  busier 
than  ever.  It  also  en tained  a  great  deal  of  work,  not  only  for  the  medical 
staff  and  our  clinic  members  but  also  for  our  Supplies  Officer,  It  is  to 
her  credit  that  the  changeover  to  the  lower- risk  pills  was  carried  through 
smoothly. 

The  Stockport  referral  scheme  is  working  extremely  well.  The  Health 
Department  staff  continue  to  give  every  possible  co-operation  thus  enabling 
us  to  help  patients  who  have  a  desperate  need  of  our  assistance  and  we  also 
continue  to  help  those  patients  resident  outside  the  County  Borough  by  using 
the  Cheshire  Referral  Scheme, 

A  Sub- fertili ty  session  was  started  at  the  Stockport  Clinic  in  February  of 
this  year  and  is  held  on  alternate  weeks.  Although  this  session  is 
newly- formed,  requests  for  appointments  are  starting  to  build  up. 8 

The  following  item  has  been  extracted  from  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Stockport  Family  Planning  Association, 

eThe  most  notable  change  had,  of  course,  been  the  decision  to  offer  advice 
and  treatment  to  all,  ir resprecti ve  of  marital  status,  and  this  had  involved 
everyone  very  deeply. 

There  had  been  no  dramatic  influx  of  unmarried  patients  at  our  clinic 
sessions  but  it  was  felt  that  we  were  now  providing  a  much  needed  service 
in  the  Stockport  area8. 

The  total  number  of  new  patients  during  the  year  was  991  of  which  184  were 
transfers. 

Ekiring  the  year,  the  Health  Committee  paid  the  fees  of  34  persons  attending 
the  Family  Planning  Clinic,  these  persons  having  been  referred  to  the  Clinic 
for  medical  reasons  or  being  needy  persons  referred  for  social  reasons.  All 
applications  for  assistance  with  fees  are  considered  by  the  department. 

General  Practitioners  also  provide  a  Family  Planning  service  for  those  of  their 
patients  who  require  the  service  for  medical  reasons,

PART  TWO  MIDWIFERY  TRAINING  SCHOOL 

In  March  the  Part  Two  Midwifery  Certificate  training  scheme  commenced 
operation  in  collaboration  with  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  Four  pupil  midwives 
were  accepted  for  a  thirteen  week  course  of  training  in  domiciliary  midwifery. 
Each  pupil  is  placed  under  the  tutelage  of,  and  does  her  domiciliary  practice 
with  a  midwife  who  has  been  approved  by  the  Central  Midwives  Board  as  a 
teacher,  In, addition,  the  pupils  attend  at  least  five  child  welfare  clinics 
and  several  ante  natal  and  special  clinics  and  receive  five  lectures  on  public 
health  subjects  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  staff.  Visits  are  also 
paid  to  various  residential  hostels,  day  nurseries,  training  centres  and  other 
establishments  involved  in  community  care. 

In  November,  whilst  the  second  intake  of  pupils  were  in  training,  an  inspector 

from  the  Central  Midwives  Board  visited  the  department  to  report  on  the 
operation  of  the  course.  She  was  favourably  impressed  with  both  the  practical 
and  theoretical  training  being  offered  and  recommended  that  the  numbers  accepted 
onto  each  course  be  increased  from  four  to  six,  making  it  possible  to  train 
twenty* four  midwives  in  a  full  year. 

During  the  first,  part  year  of  operation  eleven  pupils  completed  the  course. 
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The  decline  in  the  proportion  of  Stockport  babies  born  at  home  continues  as  is 
shown  in  the  following  table  giving  percentages  during  the  last  10  years.  This 
is  due  to  the  trend  to  having  confinements  in  hospital  when  possible.  The 
earlier  discharge  of  mothers  after  the  birth  of  their  children  necessitates  the 
services  of  the  midwifery  staff  for  the  remainder  of  their  post-natal  care.

Organisation  of  the  Service 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  two  midwifery  groups  -  one  of  six  midwives  and  one 
of  seven  midwives.  Each  midwife  has  her  own  district  and  her  own  patients. 
The  burden  of  labour  calls  is  shared  evenly  by  all  the  midwives  within  each 
group  accepting  labour  calls  in  turn.  Three  part-time  midwives  are  employed 
and  they  undertake  nursings  onlyP  thus  freeing  whole-time  midwives  for  confine¬ 
ments  and  enabling  all  staff  to  have  two  complete  days  off  each  week. 

Supervision  of  Midwives 

During  the  year  64  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
Borough,,  53  of  them  at  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  Regular  inspection  of  the  work 
of  the  domiciliary  midwives  has  been  made  by  the  Supervisor  of  Midwives  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board, 

Care  of  Premature  Babies 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  are  nursed  at  home  if  their  condition  is  satis¬ 
factory,  The  midwife  attending  devotes  extra  time  and  care  to  these  children 
and  continues  to  visit  until  they  are  progressing  normally. 

Any  premature  baby  which  is  considered  to  be  in  need  of  hospital  treatment  is 
taken  to  hospital  by  ambulance.  An  Oxygenaire  incubator  is  available  on  loan 


from  the  Maternity  Hospital  on  request.

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Health  Visitors 

Within  the  Borough  there  were  in  1969  17  single-handed  general  practices  and 
16  group  practices  of  various  sizes,  and  each  Health  Visitor  works  in  close 
liaison  with  those  practices  situated  in  her  district.  Some  of  the  doctors 
prefer  the  Health  Visitor  to  attend  at  their  surgeries,  and  some  prefer  to 
contact  the  Health  Visitor  at  the  Welfare  Centres,  This  liaison  is  of  great 
value  in  dealing  with  the  domestic  problems  of  the  doctors2  patients. 

There  is  also  close  liaison  between  the  Health  Visitors  and  the  hospital 
Almoners,  and  the  Health  Visitors  are  informed  when  patients  are  to  be  discharged 
from  hospital  so  that  visits  may  be  paid  to  the  patients  in  their  homes. 

Fortnightly  case  conferences  are  held  to  discuss  the  care  of  elderly  people, 
and  these  conferences  are  attended  by  the  Consultant  Geri at rici an „  the  Super~ 
intendent  of  the  Home  Nurses,  the  Superintendent  Health  Visitor,  the  Almoner 
concerned  and  the  representative  of  the  Welfare  Services  Department,  Arrange- 
ments  are  made  at  these  conferences  for  the  admission  and  discharge  of  elderly 
people  to  and  from  hospitals,  and  for  dealing  with  any  particular  problems  which 
they  present. 

By  arrangement  with  the  hospital  authorities,  Health  Visitors  now  regularly 
attend  the  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  paediatric  clinics.

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The  Health  Visitor  and  Tuberculosis 

Health  Visitors  visit  the  homes  of  tuberculosis  cases  on  receipt  of  notifi- 
cation,,  and  they  are  also  responsible  for  visiting  cases  of  tuberculosis  on 
discharge  from  sanatoria.  Visits  are  undertaken  at  three=monthly  intervals 
in  the  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosi s8  six-monthly  intervals  in  cases  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  bones  and  joints,  and  yearly  in  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  skin, 
Additional  visits  are  paid  in  exceptional  cases.  The  Health  Visitors  also 
visit  homes  for  the  purpose  of  following°up  cases  where,  only  at  death,  was  the 
person  found  to  have  had  tuberculosis. 

During  the  year  under  review,  Health  Visitors  made  41  first  visits  and  281 
visits  in  respect  of  after  care. 

Health  Visitor  Training 

As  part  of  their  training,  students  have  been  accepted  for  tuition  by  this

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HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

This  year  has  again  shown  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  the  services  of  the 
Home  Nurseso  1 ,, 7 7 3  more  visits  were  paid  than  in  1968o 

Elderly  people  of  over  65  years  of  age  continue  to  require  the  greatest  number 
of  visits,  but  visits  to  patients  suffering  from  cancer  andrespiratory  infections 
have  also  increased,. 

The  number  of  cases  referred  to  the  service  by  the  hospitals*,  including  persons 
discharged  shortly  after  operations,  continues  to  increase,,  The  liaison  between 
the  home  nurses*,  ward  sisters,  and  medical  social  workers*  is  generally  good*, 
but  it  is  felt  that  even  more  patients  than  at  present  could  beadequately  nursed 
in  their  own  homes  by  the  highly  qualified  home  nurses.  This  would  relieve  the 
pressure  of  work  on  the  out-patient  clinics  and  the  ambulance  service  and  free 
the  patients  from  the  discomfort  of  travelling,  waiting  for  treatment,  and 
waiting  for  transport  back  to  their  homes. 

Much  of  the  time  consuming  work  of  routine  care  of  the  chronically  ill  is  now 
carried  out  by  State  Enrolled  Nurses,  These  nurses  are  well  trained  and  their 
employment  for  this  work  does  not  detract  from  the  quality  of  the  service.  Tlie 
8  full-time  and  2  part-time  S.E.N.’s  have  proved  invaluable,  working  well  and 
harmoniously  with  the  13  State  Registered  District  Trained  Sisters.  Together 
with  the  5  bath  attendants  the  State  Registered  and  State  Enrolled  Nurses  form  a 
very  useful  team. 

There  is  excellent  liaison  between  the  general  practitioners  and  the  home 
nurses  who  are  often  invited  to  the  doctors’  surgeries  to  discuss  the  treatment 
and  overall  welfare  of  their  patients.  Fortnightly  consultations  take  place 
with  the  consultant  geriatricians  at  St,  Thomas’  Hospital,  to  discuss  the  needs 
of  the  elderly  patients  on  waiting  lists  for  admission  to  hospital  and  those 
about  to  be  discharged.  These  consultations  are  attended  by  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor,  Superintendent  of  Home  Nurses,  medi co- soci al  workers  and  a 
welfare  officer. 

The  use  of  incontinence  pads  and  interliners  has  increased  considerably  * 
This  greatly  eases  the  burden  placed  on  relatives  who  find  it  difficult  to  nuise 
incontinent  patients  at  home.  Old  age  pensioners  are  issued  with  them  free  but 
a  small  charge,  usually  4/~  per  dozen  pads,  is  made  to  other  persons.  No 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  soi led  pads. 

District  Nurse  Training 

The  new  training  arrangements  whereby  Stockport  has  been  approved  for 
registration  as  a  District  Nurse  Training  area  have  worked  well. 

One  nurse  seconded  by  Derbyshire  County  has  completed  the  training  during  the 
year.  She  was  successful  in  the  examination  and  was  awarded  the  National 
Certificate  in  District  Nursing, 

Other  Students 

Facilities  for  tuition  and  observation  of  domiciliary  nursing  have  been  made 
available  to  students  from

Stockport  Sick  Poor  Nursing  Association 

Two  Mobile  Physiotherapy  Units  are  financed  by  the  above  Association,  and 
during  the  year  gave  1,453  treatments  topatients  in  their  own  homes  who  otherwise 
would  put  pressure  on  local  hospital  resources.  This  service  is  especially 
appreciated  by  the  older  residents  of  our  town  as  a  high  proportion  of  the 
patients  treated  are  hemiplegic. 
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The  Association  also  supplies  all  sick-room  appliances  loaned  to  patients  in 
the  Borough,  The  demand  for  these  has  increased  over  the  years,  This  year 
1,659  articles  were  loaned.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  service.  The  equipment 
is  housed  at  Ponsonby  House  and  the  service  administered  by  the  Home  Nursing 
Staff, 

The  equipment  available  for  use  includes  :

Bed  Chair,  McCullagh  Combined  Commodes,  Ouadruped  Sticks,  Rollator  Walking  Aids, 
Zimmer  lightweight  walking  aids  and  Kistner  Chair  Trollies0 

Blankets,  sheets,  night-dresses,  pyjamas,  and  extra  nourishment  have  also  been 
given  to  elderly  and  Tuberculosis  patients  Parcels  which  included  food,  bath 
towels,  nightwear  or  bed  linen  were  distributed  to  elderly  sick  poor  patients 
at  Christmas  Complan  has  been  provided  freetomany  patients  who  were  suffering 
from  a  lack  of  nourishing  food, 

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION

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Measl es  immunisation 

Immunisation  against  measles  was  commenced  in  May  1968  and  was  offered  at 
first  to  all  children  aged  4=6  years  or  children  aged  1-6  years  if  they  attended 
play  groups  or  Nurseries  and  so  were  at  risk  of  infection  Later  in  the  year 
the  age  group  was  extended  to  cover  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years. 

In  March  1969,  due  to  reports  of  adverse  reactions,  a  decision  was  made  by  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  to  suspend  the  issue  of  measles  vaccine 
derived  from  the  Beckenham  31  strain  of  attenuated  measles  virus.  Supplies  of 
vaccine  from  an  alternati ve ; source  were  very  limited  and  consequently  only 
susceptible  children  aged  4-7  years  and  children  aged  1-7  years  attending  Day 
Nurseries  were  offered  measles  vaccination. 

In  December,  information  was  received  from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  that  measles  vaccine  from  the  Schwarz  strain  would  become  available 
early  in  1970„

Compared  with  1968  there  was  a  considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  children  who 
took  advantage  of  the  offer  of  a  booster  dose  of poliomyeli tis  vaccine  at  school¬ 
leaving  age.  This  may  be  due  in  some  measure,  to  the  alteration  of  the  system 
adopted  for  notifying  parents  that  the  booster  dose  was  available  i,e,  by 
sending  blank  forms  of  consent  direct  to  schools  instead  of  notifying  each 
parent  by  postcard.  The  new  system  was  commenced  so  that  school-leavers 
received  their  booster  dose  at  their  school  and  also  because  of  the  many  postcards 
returned  in  respect  of  un-notified  changes  of  address  under  the  previous  method. 

Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis  was  also  available  on  request  to  any  adult 
up  to  40  years  of  age  and  to  any  person  whose  work  brought  them  into  contact 
with  young  children  or  the  general  public.

Vaccination  is  also  available  f  by  special  arrangement^  to  adults  travelling 
abroad  to  smallpox  endemic  areas.  This  is  a  special  concession  for  urgent 
cases,,  the  Department  does  not  offer  routine  vaccination  to  holiday  travellers 
who  are  instructed  to  consult  their  general  practitioners, 

BbC.G.  Vaccination 

B, Co  Go  Vaccination  was  continued  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  22/53  and  as  subsequently  amended  by 
Circular  7/59  to  include  children  over  13  years  of  age.

All  children  showing  a  positive  reaction  to  the  skin  test9  other  than  those 
whose  reactions  are  due  to  previous  B  C  0,  vaccination „  are  offered  appointments 
to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  a  chest  X  raY  The  results  of  the  X-rays  are 
notified  to  this  Department  so  that  further  action  can  be  taken  if  necessary. 

The  Chest  Physician  has  continued  to  give  B  C„  G„  vaccination  for  the  protection 
of  negative  reactors  in  groups  of  persons  exposed  to  the  risk  of  immediate 
^contact,  During  the  year  55  contacts  were  vaccinated  with  B, C  G„  at  the  Chest 
Clinic  and  in  addition  24  new-born  infants,  B  C,  G,  vaccination  is  also  made 
available  to  all  babies  born  in  St,  Mary's  Hospital,  Manchester  and  during  the 
year  104  babies  born  to  Stockport  mothers  were  given  this  protection  from 
Tuberculosis, 
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PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Several  Health  Education  campaigns  took  place  in  1969,  the  first  being  inMarch, 
when  steps  were  taken  to  publicize  the  facilities  available  forcervical  cytology 0 
By  taking  advantage  of  space  which  was  available  on  a  Mass  X-ray  leaflet 
distributed  through  Stockport  newsagents,  it  was  possible  to  inform  many  women 
of  the  local  arrangements  for  the  taking  of  cervical  smears. 

During  the  following  month,  a  publicity  drive  was  organised  to  make  the  public 
fully  aware  of  the  location  of  treatment  centres  for  venereal  diseases  in  areas 
surrounding  Stockporto  It  is  known  that  persons  often  seek  treatment  for  V,D, 
in  places  other  than  their  own  locality  and  consequently  there  was  a  need  for  a 
comprehensive  list  of  clinics  to  be  publicly  displayed,. 

In  November,  as  part  of  the  continuing  anti»smoking  campaign,  all  Grammar  and 
Secondary  Modern  schools  received  a  poster  which  warned  schoolchildren  that 
smoking  was  8  the  hard  way  to  learn  about  lung  cancer* „  Also,  just  prior  to 
November  5th,  warnings  were  displayed  in  Welfare  Centres  and  schools  concerning 
the  hazards  involved  in  allowing  young  children  to  handle  fireworks,, 

Frequent  requests  are  made  byHealth  Visitors  for  new  Health  Education  material 
suitable  for  display  in  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  an  endeavour  is  made  to 
ensure  that  a  good  selection  of  posters  and  leaflets  etc  is  always  in  stocko  In 
addition,  the  method  of  endless  repetition  was  utilised  by  means  of  a  portable 
illuminated  moving  sign  for  which  a  variety  of  interchangeable  messages  are 
avai lable0 

The  birth  film  To  Janet  =  a  son?’  was  shown  at  evening  and  afternoon  perform* 
ances  in  March,  September  and  December  and  was  followed  by  a  short  family 
planning  film„  The  combined  showing  of  these  films  has  proved  most  successful 
and  continues  to  attract  a  good  audience  at  each  showing, 

Health  visitors  continued  to  visit  schools  to  lecture  on  a  variety  of  topics 
including  sex  education  and  venereal  disease,  75  talks  were  given  to  school” 
children  and  60  talks  to  other  groups,  A  film  on  “Head  infestation’  was  shown 
in  two  selected  schools  and  also  to  a  mothers’  group. 

No  suitable  applicant  applied  for  the  full-time  post  of  Health  Education 
Officer  but  adequate  coverage  of  health  education  activities  was  maintained  by 
administrative  and  nursing  staff. 

Renal  Dialysis 

Under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  the  local  authority 
may  provide  facilities  for  renal  dialysis  to  be  carried  out  in  a  patient**  s  home,, 

A  request  for  such  facilities  to  be  provided  for  a  Stockport  patient  was  made 
by  the  South  Manchester  Hospital  Committee,  in  September,, 

With  the  authority  of  the  Health  Committee  the  work  of  conversion  was  done  by 
the  Direct  Works  Department,  and  the  patient  commenced  home  treatment  satis- 
factorily,  early  in  December, 
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INSTALLATION  OF  KIDNEY  MACHINE  IN  A  PRIVATE  HOUSE. 
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Convalescent  Treatment 

As  in  previous  years,  convalescent  treatment  has  been  made  available  to 
adults  and  children.  Adults  are  generally  recommended  for  convalescent 
treatment  by  their  family  doctors,,  whilst  children  are  usually  recommended  by 
School  Medical  Officers, 

In  all  cases  where  financial  assistance  is  requested,  family  incomes  are 
ascertained,  allowances  are  deducted  and  the  amount  to  be  paid  is  assessed  in 
accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Social  Security's  recommended  scales.  It  is  a 
requirement  of  the  Department  that  the  assessment  fee  should  be  paid  before 
final  arrangements  for  an  applicant's  admission  to  a  convalescent  home  are 
completed.  The  usual  period  of  convalescence  is  two  weeks  for  adults  and 
strict  control  is  maintained  to  prevent  applicants  abusing  the  scheme  and  having 
an  annual  holiday  at  the  public  expense. 

Twenty  four  adults  and  three  children  were  provided  with  convalescence  during 
1969  compared  with  nineteen  adults  in  1968, 

Co-ordinating  Committee  for  Neglected  Children 

The  Committee  consists  of  representatives  of  the  Health,  Children's,  Welfare, 
Housing  and  Education  Departments,  the  Police  Service,  the  Family  Service  Unit, 
the  Ministry  of  Social  Security  and  other  social  service  organisations.  The 
Committee  met  regularly  during  the  year,  continuing  the  work  of  co-ordinating 
the  activities  of' statutory  and  voluntary  workers  in  efforts  to  rehabilitate  the 
families  in  which  children  are  known  to  be  neglected. 

The  class  in  Mothercraft  Instruction  was  continued  during  the  year  so  that 
mothers  of  those  families  could  have  the  opportunity  of  attending  a  Welfare 
Centre  one  evening  each  week  to  be  given  basic  instruction  in  housewifery. 
Staffing  was  undertaken  voluntarily  by  Health  Visitors  and  the  Family  Service 
Unit,  anc'  the  indications  are  that  these  classes  are  proving  worthwhile 

Other  activities  were  undertaken  including  assistance  and  guidance  in  decorating, 
the  provision  of  necessaries,  bedding,  furniture,  prams,  clothing  and  holidays 
for  children.

All  persons  referred  to  the  department  as  being  in  need  of  care  and  attention 
were  visited,,  and  in  only  three  instances  was  action  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  1943  required  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  the  persons 
to  suitable  homes.  Others  were  either  persuaded  to  accept  institution  care 
voluntarily  or  were  referred  to  the  Welfare  Officers  for  supervision, 

HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

On  the. 31st  December  1969,  the  staff  of  the  Home  Help  Service  consisted  of  17 
full-time  Home  Helps  and86  part-time  Home  Helps,  This  is  a  considerably  smaller 
staff  than  envisaged  in  the  10  year  plan  and  endeavours  are  made  to  recruit  more 
Home  Helps  with  the  qualities  of  patience,  understanding  and  adaptability  needed 
in  addition  to  expertise  in  domestic  tasks.  This  is  a  service  where  demand  for 
service  fluctuates  constantly  and  it  is  necessary  for  all  cases  to  be  reviewed 
frequently.

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

The  Health  Department  continued  to  provide  cyto-di agnostic  facilities  at 
Ponsonby  House,  at  which  women  could  attend  by  appointment  for  cervical  smears 

to  be  taken.  During  the  year  68  Cervical  Smears  Sessions  were  held.  Notices 
about  the  service  are  displayed  at  all  the  Department’s  Child  Welfare  Centres 
and  the  Health  Visitors  personally  advise  women  of  the  appropriate  ages  of  the 
value  of  the  test,

Testing  of  the  smears  was  carried  out  by  the  Christie  Hospital  Laboratory 
and  the  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  Laboratory,  and  the  cordial  relationship  which 
exists  between  the  Department  and  the  personnel  of  these  Laboratories  has 
contributed  to  the  smooth  running  of  the  service, 

Cyto= di agnostic  facilities  similar  to  those  of  the  Health  Department  are  also

The  number  of  smears  taken  in  1969  showed  a  gratifying  increase  in  response 
to  the  publicity  campaign  during  the  year. 

28  of  the  smears  taken  were  repeat  smears  required  by  the  Laboratory  for 
various  non»medicai  reasons. 

Of  the  487  women  rentes  ted,  427  were  routine  recalls  by  Christie's  Laboratory 
and  60  by  Stepping  Hill  Hospital, 

As  part  of  a  research  scheme  devised  by  Christie  Hospital  Laboratory,  certain 
women  were  asked  to  volunteer  to  provide  smear  tests  at  intervals  of  3  months, 
6  months  or  12  months  after  the  first  smear,  116  women  co-operated  in  this 
scheme  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  the  Family  Planning  Association  carried  out  1154  cervical  smears 
of  which  7  were  positive, 

CHIROPODY  SERVICE 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  been  in  operation  since  4th  April,  1960  and  provides 
treatment  for  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  permanently  physically  handicapped 
persons  and  expectant  mothers  unable  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  such  treatment, 

A  full-time  lady  Chiropodist  was  appointed  in  July,  primari ly  to  give  treatment 
to  ambulant  cases.  This  appointment  greatly  eased  the  pressure  of  work  on  the 
sessional  Chiropodists,  In  September,  treatments  were  commenced  at  Great  Moor 
Clinic  thereby  reducing  the  volume  of  work  undertaken  at  the  Health  Department's 
main  centre  at  Ponsonby  House.  Chiropody  treatment  for  patients  in  the  northern 
parts  of  the  town  continued  to  be  given  at  welfare  centres  in  Brinnington, 
Heaton  Chapel  and  North  Reddish, 

For  those  persons  who  are  bedfast  or  housebound  or  too  infirm  to  attend  one  of 
the  clinics,  a  domiciliary  service  is  available  provided  this  category  of  treat¬ 
ment  is  recommended  by  the  family  doctor. 

Eligible  patients  who  are  accepted  for  treatment  after  recommendation  by  a 
doctor  or  district  nurse  are  given  a  12  months  supply  of  vouchers  and  the 
Chiropodist  subsequently  collects  onevoucher  from  the  patient  forevery  treatment 
given.  Patients  are  required  to  complete  a  statement  of  their  income  and  from 
this  the  Department  makes  an  assessment  of  the  amount  each  patient  should 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  treatment. 
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The  service  has  operated  for  over  nine  years. and  it  has  been  clearly  shown 
that  the  take-up  of  the  service  i s, almost  exclusively  by  the  elderly  and  that 
the  demand  for  'domiciliary'  treatment  for  this  group  has  been  the  greatest 
single  call  on  the  service,  (It  may  be  that  handicapped  persons  receive  the 
necessary  attention  through  the  hospital  services  and  it  is  probably  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  the  relatively  small  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  need 
chiropody  treatment  make  their  own  arrangements).

Work  continued  satisfactorily  at  each  Centre  during  the  year.  At  Hope  House 
production  was  increased  due  to  the  success  of  the  Supervisor  in  making  new 
contacts  with  industrial  concerns;  also  the  laundry  unit  is  now  undertaking 
part  of  the  laundering  requirements  of  the  Department,  With  the  number  of 
trainees  at  this  Centre  now  being  almost  at  the  maximum,  consideration  is  being 
given  to  applying  similar  conditions  to  suitable  trainees  at  Prospect  House* 
thus  making  it  possible  for  them  to  be  integrated  into  industrial  activities, 
with  possible  interchange  of  trainees  and  staff. 

In  addition  to  the  Department's  own  training  centre  programme,  5  trainees 
attended  a  sheltered  workshop  attached  to  the  Gables,  Cheadle  Royal  Hospital, 
and  4  trainees  attend  a  Special  Care  Unit  established  at  Offerton  House  Hospital, 

HOSTELS 

Dol 1 i s  Hill  House 

This  hostel  was  originally  intended  to  provide  short  term  care  for  25  persons 
suffering  from  psychiatric  illness  so  as  to  provide  these  persons  with  a 
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halfway  house  between  their  discharge  from  hospital  and  return  to  independence 
in  the  communityo  It  was  decided,  in  November,,  to  allocate  a  proportion  of  the 
accommodation  to  mentally  subnormal  persons  for  whom  no  other  accommodation  was 
available,, 

During  the  year  under  review,  there  have  been  37  admissions  and  30  discharges 
and  there  were  15  residents  at  the  end  of  the  year,,  Difficulties  have  been 
experienced  in  securing  private  accommodation  for  residents  after  their  initial 
intended  short  stay  period  in  the  hostel  has  elapsed,  either  through  the 
inability  of  the  resident  to  be  assimilated  into  the  community,  or,  as  far  as 

■9- 

the  female  residents  are  concerned,  the  lack  of  provision  in  the  area  for 
lodging  accommodation,.  Some  of  the  residents  have  employment  in  local  industry 
and  some  attend  a  sheltered  workshop,,  All  residents  are  assessed  to  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance,  according  to  their  means,, 

Vernon  House 

This  hostel  provides  30  places  for  elderly  mentally  frail  persons  and  there 
have  been  22  admissions  during  the  year,  16  on  a  permanent  basis,  5  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  periods  of  relief  to  relatives  and  one  emergency  admission. 
The  discharges  during  the  year  have  been  17  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  29  residents  in  the  hostel „ 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  churches  in  the  areas  of  both  hostels  have 
been  readily  willing  to  give  religious  guidance  if  necessary  and  have  made 
provision  for  the  residents  to  have  services  in  the  hostel,  especially  at 
Christmas  time. 

Social  Activities 

The  annual  holidays  for  trainees,  organised  for  some  years  by  the  department 
and  financed  by  the  Authority  and  the  local  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped 
Children,  were  taken  at  Rhyl  and  Pengwern  Hall,  Christmas  parties  were  held  at 
each  Centre,  with  a  visit  to  Belle  Vue  Circus  sponsored  by  the  Manchester  Evening 
News  and  Chronicle,  Hope  House  was  made  available  to  the  local  Society  for 
meetings  and  special  efforts. 

General 

The  Authority  for  some  years  has  made  facilities  available  to  the  National 
Association  of  Mental  Health  for  students  to  do  part  of  their  practical  work  at 
the  Authority9 s  Centres  and  this  continued  with  similar  requests  from  teaching 
authorities,  reflecting  credit  on  the  quality  of  the  work  performed  at  these 
Centres, 

Close  liaison  continues  between  the  Service  and  the  General  Medical  Prac¬ 
titioners,  Consultant  Psychiatrists  and  Staffs  of  Hospitals,  and  despite  the 
difficulties  which  occur  from  time  to  time  in  the  placement  of  cases,  and 
problems  associated  with  the  shortage  of  staff,  particularly  of  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  a  comprehensive  service  has  been  maintained. 
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Mental  Illness  and  Mental  Subnormality 

Under  the  provisions  of  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  undertake  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  cases  of 
mental  subnormality  under  supervision  or  discharged  from  Order,  Escorts  to 
psychiatric  clinics,  pre-care  and  after-care  visits  are  carried  out  in  respect 
of  patients  suffering  from  mental  illness. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  maintains  Training  Centres  for  cases  of  mental 
subnormality  at  Heaton  Moor,  Adswood  and  Portwood,  These  services  are  reported 
in  full  in  the  section  on  the  Mental  Health  Service, 

Home  Accidents 

The  arrangement  commenced  in  June  1952,  under  which  Stockport  Infirmary 
undertook  to  notify  the  admission  of  patients  suffering  from  burns  and  scalds9 
as  a  result  of  accidents,  was  continued  during  the  year. 

When  information  regarding  these  accidents  is  received  by  the  Health  Department, 
arrangements  are  made  for  investigation  by  a  Health  Visitor,  It  has  been  found 
that  quite  a  large  proportion  of  these  accidents  could  have  been  avoided  if  even 
the  most  elementary  precautions  had  been  taken,  particularly  where  children  were 
involved. 

Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  pay  follow-up  visits  to  the  homes  of  children 
involved  in  accidents,  offering  advice  to  ensure  the  avoidance  of  a  repetition 
of  such  accidents. 

During  normal  routine  visits  the  Health  Visitors  have  also  stressed  to  the 
parents  the  absolute  necessity  of  taking  all  possible  precautions  to  avoid 
accidents  happening  in  the  home  and  have  been  frequently  called  upon  to  give 
advice  on  treatment  in  cases  where  accidents  have  already  taken  place. 

Supervision  of  Nursing  Homes 

Two  Nursing  Homes  were  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  1969,  These 

homes  were  inspected  at  four-monthly  intervals  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  HeaLth 
and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service,  due  attention  being  paid  to 
premises,  equipment  and  registers. 

There  are  now  no  private  Maternity  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Borough, 
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
